Amendment No. 52 


(Legislative) 


That the following is hereby 


proposed as an amendment to 
the Constitution of the State of 
Arkansas, and upon being sub 
mitted to the electors of the 
State for approval or rejection 
at the next general election for 
Representatives and Senators, 
If a majority of the electors 
voting thereon, at such an 
election, adopt such amend- 
ment, the same shall become a, 
part of the Constitution of the 
State of Arkansas to wit; 


SECTION 1. The General As- 


sembly shall have the power to 
provide by general laws for the 
establishment and operation (a) 
of industrial districts for the 
purpose of securing and devel- 
oping industry, and (b) of hos- 
pital districts for the "purpose 
of acquiring, constructing, re- 
constructing or extending hospi- 
tals. The land boundaries of the 
respective said districts shall be 
fixed in the manner provided by 
the General Assembly.
